(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 
£ 396 abstract. 

JP '396 abstract discloses sliding materials comprising PTFE and additional 
fluororesins which are seen as meeting the limitation to injection moldable fluororesins. 
These compositions are taught as further comprising bismuth or it's alloys and metal 
oxides which are seen as meeting applicants' limitation to hard particles. The relative 
proportions of the various ingredients at least overlap those of the rejected claims. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to select proportions of ingredients such as 
claimed instantly to arrive at applicants' invention.
